encountered in the estimate, However, it would be desirable to have
much firmer evidence concerning the nature and extent of the
organization, leadership, plans, and resources of ths dgveloping
non-European groups, particularly native groups, It would also
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ba desirable to have more evidence on the ties, if any, between

these South African groups and other native groups elsewhers in
Africa. We believe that the agencies chiefly concerned, particularly
OIR, are aware of this problem and that further data will become
available through regular intelligense channels, Therefare, we do
nod% believe that IAC éponsorship of & special collection effort is
requirad, “
